PERPLEXED INFALLIBILITY. 


HE politics of twentieth-cen- 
tury Japan may be hazy 
through the smoke of assas- 
sins’ pistols, but the rule of 
Japan has been steadfast for twenty 
centuries in the same imperial house. 
And to the seeming anomoly of me- 
dieval-modern-Eastern-Western - feu- 
dal-democratic - capitalistic - proleta- 
rian Japan might be applied this ob- 
servation of Emperor Hirohito, one 
of his few quoted remarks: ‘The 
Japanese are wearing both native 
and foreign costume; but such double 
living must be very expensive.’”’ 

Only a fortnight 
before the assas- 
sination of Pre- 
mier Inukai, Em- 
peror Hirohito ob- 
served his thirty- 
first birthday—on 
the same day as 
the bombing at 
Shanghai which 
injured ranking. 
Japanese officials 
there. His reign 
is a difficult one; 
officially it has 
been decreed the ‘‘era of enlightened 
peace,’’ but though peace is en- 
lightening it is frequently perplexing. 

Enlightenment the Emperor has 
continuously sought. He has sought 
it in lectures by experts, he has 
sought it from Prince Saionji, the 
last of the Elder Statesmen, who 
comes down from his mountain to 
advise him, and he has sought it as 
an inveterate reader of newspapers, 
without which, he has said, ‘‘it is 
mental darkness.’’ Responsible he is 
for the future, but for that respon- 
sibility he is traditionally account- 
able to his 2,000 years of ancestors. 
Theoretically he lives above the 
‘‘nine-coated clouds,’’ but, as he 
wrote in the annual New Year poetry 
competition in which 34,000 of his 
subjects participated two years ago,

Foch used to gay of his slight, 

silent, black-haired chief of 
staff. He also referred to his right- 
hand man as his ‘‘spiritual son.’’ 
Consequently, there was more than 
usual appropriateness last week 
when General Maxime Weygand, now 
‘Chief of Staff of the French Army, 
took his seat in the French Academy 
wearing Marshal Foch’s academi- 
cian’s uniform. 

Between 1914 and 1918 Foch and 
Weygand were such a close-working 
team that it was difficult to single 
out the work of one from the other. 
Foch, the military mystic, frequent- 
ly expressed himself in parables, 
which made it hard for literal-minded 
staff officers to translate into orders. 
It was like reducing a concept to a 
time-table, and this quality Weygand 
brought to the Allied Generalissimo. 

After the armistice General Wey- 
gand had his chance for solo work. 

‘‘Send us Foch or 
we perish,’ the 
Poles wired to 
Paris when the 
Soviet armies 
neared Warsaw. 
‘‘Send them Wey- 
gand,’’ replied 
Foch. 

After a survey 
of the bending 
and broken Polish 
lines, General 
Weygand con- 
fronted Marshal 
Pilsudski and his Polish staff with a 
map and a crayon. Marking circles 
and crosses and lines on the map he 
identified them as Polish battalions, 
batteries and tanks to be placed in 
strategic positions, and as he warmed 
to his work his voice became a shout 
and suggestions became commands. 

“You forget you are speaking to a 
Marshal,”’ growled Pilsudski. ‘‘There 
is only one man in the world who can 
talk like that to me, and he is Mar- 
shal Foch.”’ 

‘‘Marshal Foch never resented ad- 
vice from members of his staff,’ 
Weygandé replied. ‘‘That is why he is 
not only a great Captain but a great 
man.’’ 

“Continue,”’ said Pilsudski. 

Five days later the Soviet drive 
halted. A fortnight later the Rus- 
sians were over their own border.
